Rhubarb pie starts off 
the spring season, with strawberry,

Rut whatever the kind of pie, one 
thing Is sure. Its crust must be flaky 
aud tender. And another thing which 
is equally sure, says Inez S. Willson, 
borne economist, Is that lard is unex­ 
celled for making pie c r u s t It is easy 
to use, fine in flavor, and it combines 
with the bour In just the right way so 
that the crust is flaky as well as ten­ 
der. At the present time, lard is so 
economical that you can serve pie as 
often as your family desires it and 
not^ feel a bit extravagant. 
For best results, one and a half 
cups flour to one half cup lard should 
be used for pie crust. Sift the flour, 
m easure and add one teaspoon salt 
I ut the lard into the flour until the 
crumbs are the size of dried peas. Add 
cold water slowly, using just enough 
to make the dough 
hold 
together. 
Four 
to 
six tablespoons should be 
enough. Roll to one eighth inch thick­ 
ness and line the pie pan. Place the 
filling and upper crust in place if this 
is a two-crust pie, and bake in a hot 
oven.
